Dear Miss Hathaway: 


I owe your address to the “Amerika-Haus", US Information Center, Stuttgart, 
where I have been advised to write you about my intentions and wishes. The America- 
Houses do fine wrk to instruct us in American affairs. Their libraries, expositions, 
and reports are good frequented - but of course they cannot give details. Instead of 
it they mediate addresses of American Institutes or Societies. So my inquiries were 
answered by cammmnicating me your address. 


Since more than 30 years I am occupied with heraldic and genealogical studies 
and I desire to extend this my hobby on the knowledge of American Heraldry and Geneal- 
ogy too. I em especially interested to learn which is the present state of these arta 
and sciences in USA. In what manner are published lineages or short family histories? 
How are presented coats-of-arms in modern heraldic art in USA? Has America an own her- 
aldic style? 


In Europe, especially in the Germanic parts of it, coats-of-arms are not on- 
ly borm by the nobility. Meny families of citizens of the old towns had ams, often 
granted by the German Emperors, because they and the bearers of offices needed seals, 
which were mostly heraldical. These »iegel-und wappemmassigen Familien" (fanilies 
able to seal and to bear coats-of-arms) could draw up legal instruments, while others 
must avail themselves of the aid of a public notary or another who possessed seal and 
arms. Also nowadays in some old towns in Switzerland it is in use to choose a coat- 
of-arms (if there is no old one in the fanily) when one is admitted to citizenship. 


I could imagine that your Colonial ad Pioneer Times are very attractive for 
genealogical studies and that the old fanilies made much efforts to trace back their 
lineages to those times or even to the immigrant and European ancestors. A world, so 
different from ours, opens with these records and rouses the wish to learn more about 
historical details: frontier and revolutionary times, the Indian struggles and Civil 
war, about which we know only Some general facts and dates. 


I have often used the libraries of the America-House because I have lost 
my whole library end all my genealogical and heraldical collections when my house 
was burned by banbs in February 1945. To buy American genealogical literature or 
printed heraldic works is nowadays impossible for me, but for my intentions it wuld 
be sufficient to study the misscellanies, lineages, short family histories with il- 
lustrations, ancestral portraits and so on, as they are usually published in the mag- 
azinesa and bulletins of Genealogical Societies. 


Perhaps the one or the other member of your society has some old second- 
hand magazines of former annual publication with instructive examples of heraldical 
and genealogical treatises and could them leave me to help srepopulate” my empty 
book-shelves, and from this point of view you wuld make me a great joy. 


In advance I thank you very much for your amiable kindness and offer you my 
return-services eventually by heraldic researches in Germany.

Lazarus Ewer was a son of Shobel and Martha (Tobey) Ewer of Barnstable Co., Mass., a more 
extended account of whose ancestry is available in Freemen'’s History of Cape Cod and in the 


Otis Papers. 


Most of Lazarus Ewer's life was spent on Cape Cod, in the vicinity of Sandwich, Mass. Dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War he served there in the local militia, as a private soldier in Capt. 
Simeon Fish'a Company, Col. Freeman's Regiment. This company was called out in September 1778 
for eight days’ service on an alam at Dartmouth and Falmouth, and again a year later for two 
days on another alarm at Falmouth. 

Sametime after the turn of the century, Lazarus Ewer's sons, Isaac, Nathaniel and Lazarus, 
Jr., together with his sons-in-law, Cornelius Weeks and Elisha Jones, and all their respect- 
ive families, left Cape Cod to make new homes in New York State, where their several resid- 
ences are recorded in the minutes of the Society of Friends for Scipio and Sempronius Month- 
ly Meetings. 

Either with these immigrants or later, Lazarus Ewer and his wife also went to New York; 
but, for them the old ties were not so easily broken; on Oct. 17, 1816, the Scipio (N.Y.) 
Monthly Meeting Book lists the removal of "lazarus Ewer and wife Lydia to Sandwich" Mass., 
where they spent the remainder of their days.

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whence Rev. James Gregg, his wife and children, came to Michigan. The Fries lived in Dutch- 
ess County before John H., Sylvester, Elizabeth Bloss, and Emma Raymor, with their respective 
families, enigrated to Michigan; Andrew Fries, Jr. moved to Illinois.

Since there are, at times, members of pioneer families who continue to move westward after 
@ portion of the family settles down, and since these may be lost fram the family record, the 
compiler has in this paper listed for Western District No. 24 and Eastern District No. 25 of 
the 1850 Federal Census of Grant Co., Wis., those families which show births in Michigan prior 
to residence in Wisconsin. 

The sojourner, that is the fanily who settles for a brief period in one locale and then 
moves on to another, poses a grave problem for the genealogist, especially when these families 
moved westward with the tide of emigration, over the Alleghenies, to the Western Reserve of 
Connecticut, on to Michigan, to Wisconsin, and whither beyond? 

It is the purpose of this paper to rescue from oblivion a few of these migrants.

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REPORT OF MEETINGS 
Roy E. McFee and Minnie D. Millbrook 


Additional chaira were brought into the auditorium for the March meeting, when Floyd R. 
Dain, teacher of history and geography at Mumford High School, spoke on "The Changing Econo- 
my of Detroit Following the War of 1812." It was a colorful story of Michigan's Yankee pio- 
neers. 

The speaker reminded his audience that mch of the War of 1812 was fought along the De- 
troit River because the wilderness post of Detroit was the most strategic point in the middle 
west. Before the war, Detroit's livlihood depended on the fur trade and on the supply of the 
garrison. The French, living on the narrow farms extending fram the river far inland, in- 
terested only in fishing and trading with the Indians, failed even to grow their own food or 
to practice the most elementery conservation of their soil. 

After the war, when the garrison was withdrawn, Detroit merchants realized that the eco- 
nomy mst change - that no pioneer city could exist without agricultural land about it. But 
when the first surveyors came, they reported that Michigan was nothing but swamp and discon- 
timed the survey. lewis Cass did not believe this. Together with others, he crossed the 
swamps surrounding the city, explored as far as Pontiac and found much heavily timbered land 
rich in agricultural possibilities. Then he saw to it that the survey was resumed. 

Then leaders and merchants decided to try to attract settlers from New England, who, it 
seemed to them, should be glad of an opportunity to exchange their stony acres for the rich 
land of Michigan. The Yankees were willing to came but it was no easy trip to Detroit. ‘The 
only transportation in summer was by small sail boats across the lakes. Only in the dead of 
winter, when ice and frozen ground made firm highways, was travel easy and safe. When the Erie 
Canal was opened in 1825 and stean boats were introduced on the lakes, the tide of immigration 
increased spectacularly. On the fertile lands of Michigan, the Yankee newcamers produced 
wheat, firewood and potash to add to the maple sugar, whitefish and furs that poured into De- 
troit for camerce to the East. All contributed powerfully to the growing economy of Detroit 
and of the entire New World. 


At the April meeting a panel of four experts discussed charts, filing systems and the 
general organization of the mass of genealogical material that accompanies ancestral research. 
All chart and specimen record compilations were illustrated by large posters. 

Mr. Hemon H. Snith's subject was charts, and he exhibited a huge, eleven generation, cir- 
cular chart that offered space for the canplete ancestry of a man and his wife. This was for 
a final, permanent record and Mr. Smith advised writing uncertainties on it only in pencil. 
Blue stars indicated Revolutionary service, red stars colonial war service and gold stars May- 
flomger passengers. Other types of charts, both lineal and family record, were demonstrated 
and samples distributed to the audience. Among these were Pioneer Record sheets supplied by 
the Michigan State Library. 

Mrs. Milford Hicks maintains two card files, recording all her data on cards. In one the 
cards are alphabetical by nemes, in the other by localities. War service is indicated by flags 
on the cards. Mrs. Hicks also explained the method used by the society in indexing the charts 
of the members and how members may discover others working on the same lines. 

Mrs. James McGlynn demonstrated several techniques, showing a marvelous mastery of detail. 
She uses paper slips, cut to size, to save space in her card file. Different colors mark dif- 
ferent families. Her preparations for genealogical trips included not only references to be 
consulted and data on families concerned, but also road maps and copy aids such as Contura. 
Especially interesting and suggestive was her manila envelope packet in which she deposits all 
the documents relating to a fanily - marriage records, deeds or patent, wills, autograph sig- 
nature, census records, tombstone pictures, etc. She advised that when data on an individual 
is canplete, this material should be typed up at once in narrative form to eliminate the typing 
of a final record card and also to reveal any possible discrepancies. 

Miss Lucy Kellogg, moderator of the panel, insisted throughout that there was no best way 
of keeping data. Everyone should use a system that fits his own work habits. She laid heavy 
emphasis on the necessity of taking references fram the very beginning and carrying these re- 
ferences right along with the data on the record card or loose leaf notebook page. She uses 
loose leaf notebooks of a size "that looks well on the shelf with other books." She now has 
eighteen of these. Bright orange slips in her card file make the problems or "snags" easy to 
spot. Clerical wrk attending research may bore some people but not Miss Kellogg who regards 
it gaily as a challenging part of the camplex game of ancester hunting.

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IZTTER TO JENNY HUNTER 

Dear Jenny: 

Here's your check-list to help in planning your vacation field-trip. Hope it helps. Write 
ahead: (A stamped, self-addressed envelope might hasten the reply. ) 

Chamber of Commerce or Mayor for map of a city, housing lists, information on public trans- 
portation, if you are not motoring. Use map to locate libraries; bus or railroad depots; 
eating places near libraries; convenient rooming houses or hotels. 

County Highway Department for county map to help locate township boundaries; roads; cemetery 
locations; in public land states, the ranges and meridians. You may wish to look up actual 
acreage where ancestor "made his pitch". (A Revolutionary soldier died of yellow fever in 
QGhio but grave could not be found. Iocal inquiry for locale of farm led to man who told 
of ancestors dying of yellow fever in that cammnity 125 years ago and being buried secret- 
ly, at night, in unmarked graves in back of fam. Probable fate of our Revolutionary grand- 
pa too. Trip paid off -- in clues.) 

Librarian or archivist for hours and days open? (Watch for vacation periods, such as New 
England Historic Genealogical Society in July.) Open to general public: "for members only"; 
or on card? Can you use or bring typewriter? Is microfilm reader available; is advance 
reservation needed? Can Contoura or other photocopying device be used? Restaurant or snack 
bar in library open to public? Any special rules? 

County or Town Officials for hours and days offices are open? Any restrictions on use of re- 

cords? (In Delaware, you might have to be a member of the bar.) Suggest you consult Legis- 
lative Manual, Blue Book or similar directory of state, county and town officials and get 
individual's name before writing. This directory should be available in every library of 
its own state and in large public libraries in other states. Possibly your own State Library 
can loan for short time. 

Take with you: Plenty of notebooks, stationery and pencils -- enough for entire trip. 

Notebook or folder with camplete data on all current problems, by families and by locations. 
(Some libraries do not pemit you to take briefcase into reading rooms.) 

List of books or references not accesible at home but which you should consult if you have an 
opportunity -- listed by families. 

List of county histories you have available -- so you can concentrate on others found. 

A friend with similar interests and in the same localities. Any one else will be bored. 

Don't Miss: (So many states are assembling all data on early history in one central archives 
it is becoming less and less important to go to various local units.) 

State Library or Archives, State Historical Society or State Land Office, except in public 
domain states. Ask for federal census records, in copy or microfilm, possibly indexed? Any 
state census records? Who has Mortality Schedules 1850-18807 Where is State depository for 
D.A-R. cametery and Bible records? Any copies of microfilms made by Latter-Day Saints, such 
as Vermont, Connecticut, North Carolina, Maryland? Any special collections, such as North 
Carolina's inde#sd records of patents to residents and other persons in state service; 
Georgia's goverment lottery records; Oregon's donation land claimants; Maryland's indexed 
oaths of fidelity; etc. Newspaper files? (Why do you teke Kentucky problem to Madison, Wis- 
consin for help?) 

City, county and local libraries and societies. May duplicate or supplement above. Regional 
emphasis, important, often most productive. Examples: Boston Public; Burton Collection in 
Detroit Public; Long Island Historical; etc. 

Colleges and Universities and other great special libraries. Many important collections found 
in these; e.g., Chapel Hill and Duke in North Carolina; Hinshaw's unpublished Friends’ Re- 
cords at Swarthmore College; Genealogical Society of Utah; etc. 

Check Historical Societies in U.S. & Canada (1944) and American Library Directory (1945) to lo- 
cate. In each, ask for collections of special interest and suggestions. Meany important MSS 
collections and librarian'’s knowledge of such can be most helpful. 

Extras: Side-trips such as Old Sturbridge, Mass.; Williamsburg, Va.; Ft. Ticonderoga. 

Attend a family reunion, if you can; might be productive of information about past and/or en- 
joyable acquaintance and correspondence with living relatives. 

Try to locate and meet in each important location a friend, professional genealogist or court- 
house worker who will be available for future search and/or checking. It is especially help- 
ful to have sameone with knowledge of area and local customs, particularly in some of south- 
ern states.
